Money Issued by Japan For Ar- 


my's Use In Manchuria. 


WELL LIKED BY THE CHINESE, 


One Dollar and Half Dollar Silver 


Certificates "Which Are Printed In 
the Japanese and Chinese Luu- 
gnngen Are Eagerly Sonslit at a, 
Premium Over Mexican Dollars. 


One instance of the remarkable fore- 


sight of the Japanese in preparing for 
the war with Russia was the issuing 
of a special currency to be used by the 
army in its campaign in Manchuria, 
says Richard H. Little, special corre- 
spondent of the Chicago News, writing 
from Newchwang. Most nations in in- 
vading another land have used their 
own currency in business dealings 
with the inhabitants 'of the invaded 
country. The Japanese, however, know 
how averse a people are to accept a 
coinage with which it is unfamiliar. 
Of no people is this truer than the Chi- 
nese. 


The standard of coinage in Japan is 


gold. All through China the Mexican 


tween the winged beasts aT flic top 
are Chinese, saying one dollar silver or 
half dollar silver, as the case may be. 
This same statement is made in Japa- 
nese in the scroll between the dragons. 
On eacb corner is the Chinese charac- 
ter, giving the denomination of the bill. 
At the top of both bills in Japanese 
are the words Japanese army transport 
department. 


On the reverse of the bills the char- 


acters on the sides are Japanese, -while 
those in the ovals in the center are 
Chinese. The Chinese have taken a 
great fancy to this money, and at pres-- 
ent it is at a premium over "Mexican 
dollars.

The moiiey 
illustrated in this article was secured 
from a Chinaman in Newchwang who 
had been selling contraband chickens 
to the Japanese scouts southward of 
Newchwang. The note is a dollar, and 
there is a smaller note for a half dol- 
lar in silver.
